Pot  the  Year  ending  March,  1879. 


Our  schools,  tliirty  in  number,  have  been  under  the  care 
and  instruction  of  twenty-four  different  teacliers, — tliree 
males  and  twenty-one  females. 

The  amount  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes  is 
$1,305.27.  Literary  fund,  $161.25  ;  total  amount  of  school 
money  $1,466.52. 

Total  number  of  scholars  attending  school  during  the  year, 
480  ;  total  number  of  different  scholars,  340  ;  average  at- 
tendance, 402  ;  amount  to  each  scholar,  |3.05  ;  whole  length 
of  schools  for  tlie  year,  260  weeks ;  average  length  to 
each  district,  8§  weeks ;  number  of  scliolars  not  absent 
one  half  day,  as  reported,  50;  total  number  of  visits  by  S.  S. 
Committee,  64  ;  total  number  of  visits  by  citizens,  as  reported, 
410  (a  gain  of  125  since  my  last  report)  ;  total  number  on 
on  roll  of  honor,  50;  largest  amount  of  money  to  one  dis- 
trict, 1176.84 ;  Smallest  amount  to  one  district,  |)37. 66; 
average  amount  to  each  district,  ^81.49. 

District  No.  1. 

Committee,  R.  M.  Bickford  ;  There  were  two  terms  in  this 
district,  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Mason  ;  first  term,  8  weeks  ;

wliole  number  of  scholars,  20 ;  average  attendance,  15i ; 
wages,  ^20  ;  second  term,  9  weeks ;  number  of  scliolars,  23 ; 
average  attendance,  18| ;  wages  $20  ;  school  order,  $79.17. 

Miss  Mason  labored  hard  for  the  improvement  of  her  pu- 
pils, but  to  little  purpose  to  some  who  chose  not  to  comply 
with  the  legitimate  regulations  of  the  school.  She  has  the  sat- 
faction,  however,  of  icnowing  tliat  her  efforts  are  duly  appre- 
ciated by  a  majority  of  parents  and  pupils,  and  by  her  em- 
ployer. 

District  No.  2. 

Committee,  J.  W.  Ham ;  teacher,  Warren  P.  Blake ; 
length  of  school,  10  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  24  ;  average 
attendance,  20  ;  wages,  |20  ;  school  order,  171.09. 

This  school,  which  is  rather  backward,  made  good  im- 
provement ;  they  were  taught  very  thoroughly  in  matliemat- 
ics  and  reading  ;  nor  was  writing  ignored,  which  is  too  often 
the  case.  Mr.  Blake  possessed  the  qualities  of  a  good  teach- 
er. The  school  was  somewhat  interrupted  by  that  dreaded 
scourge  diphtheria. 

District  No.  3. 

Committee,  L.  E.Page;  teacher  of  first  term,  Miss  Julia 
P.  Glidden  ;  length  of  school,  5  weeks  ;  number  of  scliolars, 
9  ;  average  attendance,  8J  ;  wages, -116  ;  order,  $51.91. 

This  was  her  first  term.  She  promises  to  be  one  of  our 
first  class  teachers.  The  instruction  was  very  plain,  under 
which  the  scholars  did  finely. 

Winter  term,  Olive  F.  Collins,  teacher ;  length  of  school, 
9  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  12  ;  average  attendance,  lOJ  ; 
wages,  $18. 

The  fact  that  Miss  Collins  has  taught  this  school  for  sev- 
eral years  is  sufficient  to  commend  her  as  one  of  our  most 
successful  teachers. 
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District  No.  4. 

Committee,  C.  E.  Sargent ;  teacher,  Miss  M.  Anna  Sleeper ; 
one  term  of  18  weeks ;  number  of  scholars,  23  ;  average  at- 
tendance, 22  ;  wages,  $18  ;  order,  170.74. 

We  need  more  such  teachers  as  Miss  Sleeper.  She  gained 
tlie  confidence  of  both  parents  and  scholars,  the  result  of 
which  was  a  school  of  rare  merit. 


District  No.  5. 

Committee,  D.  S.  Ayers  ;  teacher.  Miss  Laura  A.  Ayers  ; 
length  of  school,  17  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  28 ;  aver- 
age attendance,  23;  wages,  |19  ;  order,  $82.34. 

The  fine  scholarship  of  this  teacher,  and  the  facility  and 
aptness  with  which  she  explains  every  principle,  render  her 
a  most  desirable  instructress.  This  was  a  good  school,  with 
some  very  fine  scholars,  who  contributed  their  share  to  make 
the  school  an  honor  to  the  district.  This  district  has  built 
a  new  and  commodious  house,  at  a  cost  of  $710. 

District  No.  6. 

Committee,  Lewis  Jenkins ;  teacher  of  first  term,  Miss 
Mary  C.  Burgess ;  length  of  school,  9  weeks ;  number  of 
scholars,  15  ;  average  attendance,  13  ;  wages,  $22  ;  order, 
$68.94. 

Miss  Burgess  is  an  experienced  and  efficient  teacher  ;  con- 
sequently the  school  was  well  managed  ;  results  creditable 
to  both  teacher  and  scholars. 

Second  term  of  6  weeks  taught  by  Mrs.  Clara  E.  Merrill ; 
number  of  scholars,  13  ;  average  attendance,  12  ;  wages,  $21. 

The  remarks  for  the  summer  term  apply  with  equal  force 
to  this  term.  Mrs.  Merrill  has  taught  about  twenty  terms  of 
school.     A  great  worker. 
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District  No.  7. 

Committee,  Alonzo  Rollins  ;  one  term  of  8|  weeks,  taught 
by  Miss  Agues  L.  Paige  ;  number  of  scholars,  13  ;  average 
attendance,  12J  ;  wages,  ^18  ;  order,  $87.66. 

Miss  Paige  was  very  successful  in  this  school.  Quite  a 
large  number  of  parents  and  friends  of  the  scholars  were 
present  at  the  examination.  This  district  has  tbe  smallest 
amount  of  money  of  any  district  in  town.  By  a  careful  se- 
lection of  teacliers,  this  school  improves  every  year.  Miss 
Paige  ranks  high  among  our  young  teachers. 

District  No.  8. 

Committee,  E.  S.  Mudgett ;  Miss  Annie  E.  Nelson  taught 
the  summer  term  of  8  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  12  ;  aver- 
age attendance,  11 ;  wages,  $7, — board  given  ;  school  order, 
$58.09. 

This  was  Miss  Nelson's  first  effort  at  teaching,  and  it  is 
believed  that  they  were  no  less  profitable  to  the  district  than 
to  herself.  She  did  all  she  could  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
those  under  lier  care. 

Winter  terra,  of  12J  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  A.  Mor- 
rill ;  number  of  scholars,  20  ;  average,  18  ;  wages,  $16, — 
board   given. 

The  school  was  composed  mostly  of  small  scholars,  but 
under  the  faithful  instruction  of  Miss  Morrill,  good  improve- 
ment was  made.  Singing  was  a  very  pleasant  and  agreea- 
ble feature  of  the  school  ; — a  little  girl  of  4  years  of  age 
"  sang  splendidly." 

District  No.  9. 

Committee,  John  B.  Moore  ;  Miss  Etta  J.  Woodward,  a 
graduate  of  the  State  Normal  School,  taught  the  first  term 
of  8  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  38  ;  average  attendance, 
30  ;  wages, ;  order,  $176.84. 

This  teacher  seemed  interested  in  her  scholars,  and  the 
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scholars  in  their  teacher.  The  order  was  good,  and  the  im- 
provement very  commendable.  To  say  that  we  were  pleased 
with  the  appearance  of  the  school,  is  but  just. 

Winter  term,  of  12  weeks,  taught  by  Henry  S.  Roberts; 
number  of  scholars,  32  ;  average  attendance,  31  ;  wages, 
139. 

The  selection  of  the  teacher  was  judicious,  since  he  pos- 
sesses the  talents,  natural  and  acquired,  so  desirable  in  an 
instructor.  Knowing  his  duties  in  tlie  school-room,  he  per- 
forms them  with  fidelity  and  fearlessness.  The  order,  and 
everything  in  and  about  the  school,  indicated  that  the  teacher 
had  control  there.

District  No.  10. 

Committee,  S.  E.  Eveleth :  Ada  F.  Randlett,  teacher ; 
lengtli  of  school,  19  weeks  ;  number  of  scliolars,  7  ;  average 
attendance,  6;  wages,  — ;  order,  $46. 

Tliis  school  is  small,  composed  of  young  and  consequently 
backward  scholars.  The  teacher,  young  and  without  experi- 
ence, labored  earnestly  for  tlie  advancement  of  her  pupils, 
and  her  labors  were  attended  with  very  good  success.  The 
school  appeared  finely  at  its  close. 

DISTRICT  No.   11. 

Committee,  W.  B.  Thompson ;  one  term  of  16  weeks 
taught  by  C.  Emma  Varney ;  number  of  scholars,  11  ;  aver- 
age attendance,  8  ;  wages,  $18,  board  given,  school  order, 
$63.41. 

The  school  contained  a  number  of  large  and  advanced 
scholars,  several  coming  in  from  the  adjoining  districts. 

Miss  Varney  is  a  laborious  teacher,  and  worthy  of  contin- 
ued patronage.  One  of  the  best  schools  in  town.  This  dis- 
trict reports  $35  contributed  in  board  and  fuel  to  prolong  the 
school.  This  is  right,  just  right.  Let  otlier  districts  do  as 
well,  and  receive  the  meed  of  praise,  well  done. 
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District  No.  12. 

Committee,  S.  W.  Sargent  ;  C.  Emma  Yarney  taught  17 
weeks  in  this  district ;  number  of  scholars,  11 ;  average  at- 
tendance, 10  ;  wages,  $21.60  ;  order,  198.41. 

We  tiiink  tlie  district  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of 
Miss  Varney.  The  closing  examination,  which  was  witness- 
ed by  a  large  number  of  citizens,  parents,  and  others,  was  ex- 
ceedingly interest ing,  reflecting  great  credit  on  botli  teacher 
and  sciiolars.  Miss  Varney  has  taught  in  this  district  for 
several  years. 

District  No.  13. 

Committee,  Warren  B.  French  ;  teacher  of  summer  term, 
Miss  Mary  Anna  Sleeper ;  length  of  school,  9  weeks ;  num- 
ber of  scholars,  13;  average  attendance,  12;  wages, — ; 
school  order,  |58.82. 

Winter  term  of  10  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Etta  J.  Wood- 
ward ;  number  of  scholars,  11  ;  average  attendance,  10  ; 
wages,  —  ;  register  not  received. 

The  summer  and  winter  terras  of  this  school  may  be  char- 
acterized as  first-class.     Refer  to  districts  4  and  9. 

District  No.  14. 

Committee,  C.  H.  Mansfield  ;  teacher  of  summer  terra, 
Carrie  S.  Wales;  length  of  school,  8  weeks;  number  of 
scholars,  21  ;  average  attendance,  20  ;  wages,  $8 ;  board 
given  ;  order,  847.61. 

Miss  Wales  has  done  nobly,  and  the  school  has  made  com- 
mendable advancement. 

Winter  term  of  8f  weeks,  taught  by  Rev.  C.  L.  Plumer; 
number  of  scholars,  20  ;  average  attendance,  18  ;  wages,  $20  ; 
board  given. 

There  is  nothing  that  especially  requires  mention.  The 
school  has  been  quiet  and  uniform  in  its  progress.  We  are 
confident  that  this  terra  was  one  of  profit. 
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District  No.  15. 

Committee,  G.  W.  Adams,  jr. ;  teacher,  Miss  Amy  F.  Ayres  ; 
length  of  school,  10  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  19  ;  aver- 
age attendance,  16  ;  wages,  $20  ;  school  order,  $43.91. 

In  no  school  during  the  year  was  there  more  marked  im- 
provement in  the  general  deportment  of  the  scholars  than  in 
this  ;  and  in  respect  to  tlie  progress  in  the  various  studies 
pursued,  it  was  all  that  could  be  expected,  perhaps  second  to 
none.     Class  in  reading  especially  good. 

District  No.  16. 

Committee,  N.  L.  Marsh  ;  teaclier,  Miss  Carrie  M.  Sar- 
gent; length  of  school,  13|  weeks  ;  number  of  scholars,  9; 
average  attendance,  7^;  wages,  $22;    school  order,  $57.19. 

This  was  a  small  school  with  a  smart  teacher,  who  is  des- 
tined to  become  a  "  shining  liglit "  among  our  teachers. 
There  were  several  teachers  of  distinction  present  at  the  ex- 
amination. 

District  No.  17. 

Committee,  C.  E.  Plummer ;  teacher,  Miss  C.  E.  Plum- 
mer ;  school,  19  weeks;  number  of  scholars,  5  ;  average  at- 
tendance, 4  ;  wages,  $11.25,  board  given  ;  school  order, 
$53.32. 

This  is  the  smallest  school  in  town,  yet  the  teacher  was 
interested  in  her  work,  as  was  shown  by  lier  activity.  Tlie 
school  has  been  kept  part  of  the  time  in  a  private  house. 
The  school  closed  by  singing,  by  teachers  and  scholars. 

District  No.  18. 

Committee,  J.  W.  Marsh  ;  teacher  of  summer  term,  Miss 
Cora  B.  Gale ;  length  of  school,  9  weeks ;  number  of  schol- 
ars, 29  ;  average  attendance,  27  ;  wages,  $24  ;  school  order, 
$139.82. 

Through  the  well  directed  efforts  of  this  teacher,  almost 
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every  scholar  appeared  interested,  and  made  good  improve- 
ment. A  systematic  course  of  instruction  and  discipline 
was  adopted  by  tlie  teacher,  with  marked  success.  To  say 
that  the  school  appeared  finely,  is  but  justice  to  the  teacher. 
There  were  forty-six  visitors  present  at  its  close,  the  largest 
number  reported  in  any  district. 

Winter  term  of  nine  weeks,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr. 
B.F.Perkins;  number  of  scholars,  42  ;  average  attendance, 
40;  wages,  $38. 

Good  order,  good  attention  and  good  progress,  were  the 
distinguishing  features  of  the  school.  Tlie  numerous 
visitors  present  at  the  closing  examination  will  sustain  us  in 
this  assertion.  This  is  the  largest  school  in  town,  conse- 
quently the  labors  of  the  teacher  are  ardnous  and  trying  ; 
but  Mr.  Perkins,  who  is  very  popular  as  a  teacher,  was  equal 
to  all  emergencies,  and  the  school  was  one  of  merit. 

REMARKS. 

As  superintending  school  committee  of  this  town,  it  again 
becomes  our  duty  to  report  the  schools  for  the  past  year. 
We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  standard  of  scholarship  is 
steadily  advancing.  We  have,  to-day,  a  few  scholars  as  well 
qualified  to  teach  as  many  of  our  teachers.  And  by  no 
means  do  out  teachers  fall  behind  those  of  other  towns,  for 
we  have  some  of  the  best.  Nearly  all  of  them  have  had 
some  experience,  although  a  few  have  made  their  first  at- 
tempt, but  with  good  success.  Several  matters  of  an  en- 
couraging nature  should  here  be  mentioned :  the  good  de- 
portment, the  interest  manifested  by  the  scholars  in  their 
studies,  the  marked  improvement  in  reading,  the  absence  of 
mere  parade  on  examination  day,  and  last  but  not  least,  the 
increased  number  of  visitations  to  the  schools,  made  by  those 
interested  in  their  welfare.  There  has  been  a  gain  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  visits,  by  citizens  and  parents,  over 
last  year. 
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District  Xo.  5  has  built  a  new  school-house  second  to  none 
in  town.  Reported  cost,  8710.  District  No.  18  very  much 
needs  a  new  house,  as  their  present  liouse  is  not,  in  any 
sense,  worthy  of  the  enterprize  of  the  citizens, of  Gilmanton 
lion  "Works. 

Our  registers  still  show  tliat  reform  in  the  matter  of  at- 
tendance in  most  of  our  schools  is  much  needed.  No  school 
can  be  a  success  with  such  irregular  attendance.  The  re- 
form in  ihe  matter  of  text-books,  so  much  talked  of,  still 
needs  your  careful  attention.  There  are  eighteen  school- 
houses  in  town,  all  of  which  are  destitute  of  even  the  sim- 
plest article  of  illustrative  apparatus.  All  sliould  be  fur- 
nished witii  ample  blackboard,  a  globe,  a  set  of  outline  maps, 
blocks,  and  a  copy  of  "Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary. 

I  would  here  say  tiiat  prudential  committees  are  expected 
to  see  that  the  registers  are  made  and  returned  as  required 
by  law,  before  the  teachers  get  pay  for  their  services,  as  this 
is  part  of  their  duty.  Chapter  81,  section  15,  of  the  General 
Statutes,  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Every  teacher,  at  the  end  of  his  school,  and  at  the  end 
of  eacii  term  thereof,  shall  make  a  retnrn  of  such  register  or 
record  to  the  school  committee  of  the  town,  who  shall  give 
to  him  a  certificate  thereof;  and  no  teacher  shall  receive 
payment  for  liis  services  until  such  certificate  is  produced 
and  delivered  to  the  prudential  committee." 

Submitting  these  few  suggestions  for  your  consideration, 
I  respectfully  submit  this  report.
